JRFEQIAL REFORT YOR THR BVENING TELEBORAPH.]
1 am perfectly aware, my brethren, that in

mvestigating & pubject like this, we must press

elosely upon the hearts and consclences of men.

1 am equally aware that I lay mysell open to

severe M not unkind remarks. My object 1w
fidelity, and the seeomplishment of good only.
¥ belleve that the truth must be told, Evary-
body wi 1l admit that it ought to be told; sod
that il told kindly, freely, and fearlessly, the
good results would be in proportion. But we
musl be perfectly satisfied that it is the truth,
sod the truth only; that It is not conjecture or
the offsprng of prajudice; or that which haa
yesulted (rom anon-luvestigntion of the subject,

The question before us, then, thie atternoon s

vital one. Itls o great moral question, which

involves the pregent and future good of man,

That Chrlstanity does not make the progress
in the world that it should; 15 an nnaquostionable
fact, We mourn over i continunlly, It i the
lamentation in the pulpit, and thronghout the
press, nid everywoere. Why isit? Itism fair
question,  Is it less important, or less valuabie
ILnn the things of this world that do make pro-
grespl—lor we are making progress, wonderful
and rapid progress (o many things, -

The whole world, civilized and uncivillzed,
are mawing progress In some of the arts un.
doubtedly; and especially in the art of killing
each other, Itis periectly wonderiul ! We can
kill more men now at one broadside than we
eoould fiity years ugo with o dozen, 8o it 18 with
everything else. Look at the influence and
progrese of inmemperance, and muorder, wod
theft, and defaleation, Why isit? The Bible 18
represented us coming from God—It 1s esta-
blished: it is divinely Beyond the power of con-
tradiction; i1t bus wentheeed every cape; v bns
outrode every storm; it hag stood ereet amid
the wildest tempest that ever raged. When the
vengeance of Nature seemed to be uprooting
ereation, and the wrath of mau blending with
it to overthrow the God of rehteousness

and of truth and submerge the Bible, it
ros¢ on the very topmost wave ol the seas
of wrath, and wade its way 1o the

shore in safety, while they bad been nttempung
its destruction, The Bivle bas withstood all
opuosilion.

The Church of the Lord Jesus Christ has also,
since the days of the Apostles, musintained hey
position in part. For tne first century it was
wonderfully pertect; but of late years, you muy
say what you plense, Christianity has not, nor
is nov mekine the progress she ought. Our
nation lo«day is tnive hundred per cent. worse
than it was tw:-ul? years awo, lovestigate it if
you please. Don't tnke my statement. Men
may profess gredt attnchment and love for their
eountry, but 1 believe in that practical attach-
ment and that love of country thut endeavors
1o better the condition ol the people,

Elevate them in every point ot view., Bring
them up from their degradation aud sin, and
bring them into fellowship with the Father, and
with His Son, Jesns Curist, The majority of
the wicked s epnormous. Why is (t7 [t is
owing to the moral miduence of the men of this
Iand, one agsinst the other, Take the members
of the churches ol this city, and how many
truly religious will you have out of seven or
eight hundred thousand ?

¥ breturen, you will never be aroused to
netivity until you see where you actuglly are,
&nd the dangers that surround you. We may
®uppose that we are very sate and comforiabla,
and thut there {g no danger; but the rumblings
of au earthquake are benenth our (cet, and it
must and it wid burst with frightful fury, and if
we are clustered umder the shadow of that
mountain without preperation, its liquid flame
and fire will sweep everything before it; but if
we are prepared, we may withatend ils fury,
We are disposed to blame the world for being
wicked, We donot always stop to ask, Why
BMitso? We blame the Sabbath-breakers, the
drunkard, the monufacturer of intoxicating
liquors; we denounce the folly and vanity ot
the people of the world, It is done from onr
pulpits and the press. 1s 1l because these
things are wicked that the Church does not
make sufliclent progress in the world? Who
are to bigme ! Who stand most in the way of
the progress of the Gospel? Wo that call our-
selves Christions, or the men of the world?
Let us look at the record, 1 desire you should
look nt it calmly and quietly,

Atter congidering this subject with great care,
Tam constrained to the couclusion, and it i8
my solemn bellef, that those who profess reli-
grousness are the ones that stand most in the
way of the progress of the Gospel: and if the
cage cannot be made out fairly from the facts
with which we are surrounded, then I must
necessarily change my view. The Apostle Paul,
in the 14 h Epistle to the Romans and the 15th
verse, muakes this statement:—"But If thy
brother be grieved with thy meat, now walkest
thou not charitably, Destroy not him with thy
ment for whom Christ died,” There is not an
tmgodlf mun, or & non-professor ot religion In
the Unlted States, or upon the globe, to-day,
that will do this. It rogutrou i professor of
religion, and no other, to do it

The Apostle, in this very passage, addressing
himsell to the members of the Church, says:—
“Let us not, therefore, judge one another any
more; but juilge this rather, that no man put
& stumbling block or an occasion to fall In his
brother's way. 1 know, and am persunded by
the Lord Jesus, that there s nothing unclean
wof ltself: but to him that estesmeth anytbing
to be unclean, to him it is unclean.” You have

one inw the market, and have purchased

vre meat that had been offered for sacrifice,
and brought it home, aud it has been dressed,
and von huve eaten it,

A nou-informed and an unenlighteved man
saw you do that, and he followed your exwmple,
with "this difference—he ate it, 82 he supposad
you did, to the glory of an idol. He saw you do
this thing, He knew that you were a Christian,
and prolessed to follow the teachings ol the
Bible, and wis n belleyer in the Lord Jesus
thla-'l: but he was not informed, he had not the
light or knowledge that he ought to have had,
and your conduct fluenced him to commit &
direct aot of dolatry. It maey huve been per-
fectly harmless to you, but then you lhave the
intelligence to discern between the two, and the
other had not, and sour conduct thereby bo-
cume deleterious and destructive to him,  But
Jet any other Idolator in the clty of Rome, or
Corinth, or Athens have gone into the murket

and bought ment that had been offered ns sneri-
fiee to an 1dol, it wonld not have had o bad
influence. That is what they all did, and what
they werg expected to do. Butit is the conduct
of this faliower of Jesus Christ which is cenau-
rable. A

In another passage, 1st Corinthians, viii, 11
Paul sayvs, "“And Lhrnu{gh thy knowledge whall
the weak brother perish, for whom Christ died,”
You recollect that m the fifth chapter of
Matthew, the Disoiples and all the Church nre
<alled the salt ot t&m earth and light of the
world, nod that this light is to be put on a can-
dlegtick, that it may give light to all in the
house., You, as n merchant, as o tradesmun, as
# mother, as a man or woman of business, are
to give light o ell that are In your house. As
& minlster of the Gospel, and a2 the eldership
of the church, we, a8 such, occupy the position
1o give Hiht to every individual ¢connected with
the congregation. And so It g with all the
other beligvers, 'The father and the mother are
the light and the sult in the house, aud their
jnfluence is to be tollowed. They can destroy

the progress of Christianity in thelr family a

thousand times more than any one in the world.

Let the futher become enraged and profane
the name of God, The children will stand hor-
rified; and if that man should repeat profane
janguage, or if he indulged in intoxlosting

! wore, it will have & detrimontal 1yfivence
upon s ohildren, The grund object und aim of

ghe Christian's Mfe, ony Baviour mforms us, o
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with this world, mark you, is thisc—
Lety your light, your example, yaur lannmcad
shine before you mt they ' joR your goo
works; not evil deeds, nor words, nor evil
conduct, nor tmpure words or condnet, but that
lh!}rml) soe your good works. are to do

"

‘h'i‘hone who profess to be followers of Christ,
The followors of Uhrist, for 1 make a distinetion
between the professed follower nnd fthe fol-
lower of Ohrist. The follower of Christ does
tbis, But then thore are #0 many who profess
10 follow Ohrist that do the very opposite,
They nre just like other people, and their iatln-
ence & erippled and destructive, and can be
nothing el+e, If we ever realize the amount of
responsibility that rests upon us the ungodly
will fall out, and the progress of the Gospel will
be preal, The fact is, brathren, the men of the
world are impotent to hinder the progress of
the Gospel, only as they are alded by protessors
of religion, That may probably sound hursh te
vou: but, nevertheless, it js true. Peter pre-
Fents this In a very strong lipht. He speaks
yery decidedly upon this subject in his first
letter. He says:—*'Dearly beloved, I beseech
you, ns strangers and pigrims, abstain from
tiee hily lusts, which war ngainst the soul,’

Having your conversation, eto, Do yon ex-
pezt the ungodly man, the man of the world,
to do thia? No. It ia the resl follower of
Christ who 18 expected, and who does do it
There ia a grand distinetion between she man
of the world aud the godly man, On the one
hand, the men of the world are doing just what
you expect them to do; they are worldiy-
minded; they are full of vanitly, fashion, and
smuscment; they are o the midst of every sin
and folly; rioting by day and by nicht; turning
tay mnto nieht and night into day; rununing siter
all the vanities of the earth,

Where are the followers of Chrisk? What are
they domg? Yon eannot go intoa Elmsv of
mmusement, perhaps, in thisfor any Christian
countiry, that you do npot find large numbers of
proftigsurs of religion. You meet a worldly man
in the street; be tells yon this. They have
dnved a game ol cards or billiards, or drank
srandy with him, and laughed over the seri-
ousnces of men, and ridiculed the idea of men
altempting to stop the cars ruuning on Sunday.
This is done, The preachers ln your oty have
preachod in 1aver of violating Gol's fourth com-
wund, What is the effect of It? Is It not
tLhrowing obstacles in the way of the progress
of the Hospel! Do youfnot know—does not
every man o the commwunity know—that as
you lessen the popular respect for the com-
wands ot God, you lessen the popular respect
for o1l other luw # There i8 not an inteltigent
mnn or womnn here, or in this city to-day, that
does not know that this s the fact.

11 all Christians, therefore, stood up tully and
rerfectly to the duties devolving upon them,
how different it would be! You will find,
amone other things, that some men will say
that tor this resson it is that they have aot
made n [pwh':-nlnn of their falth, What reason ?
I sce pullic men drink intoxicating bevernges;
1 see n worldly man sit at the curd-table; I sea a
worldly man drive out on & Sabbath afternoon,
having bis family with jhim, for the alr. Why
should the Babbath air be more invigorating
and healthy than any other day ?

1 bave pot heavd trom even one of those Sab-
bath-breaking ministers the single suggestion
that Baturduy aticrnoon should be set apuart that
every muan who employs & hard-working man
should give him the hall day, and not “‘dock”
him, but give it to hiw. Let him have every
Saturday for pleasure, and sce whether the air
would not be as good on Saturday as on Sunday.
They do not do thet, The professors of relizion
are very inconsistent, and for this reazon the
men ol the world say they do not profess Christ,
I think that remson is abused. The question
for you solve is whether yon will obey God and
live, or reject God's offer and die. It is not
with my conduct that you have to do.  You are
unot to become followers of men, but of Chnst,

Iam fully aware that men are digposed to
look at the tollowers of Christ, and notice If we
are weak or clrecumspect.  1f they see u member
of the Chureh breaking the S8abbath, whut have
you to expeet, COan Ohrishanity progress pro-
perly 7 It the whole Ohureh in bher glory stands
up as light, und shines before them, that they
way see your good works, then Coristianity
must necessarily fliourish, Is ivoot absurd and
cowardly for a mun to gelect a bad man and
uphold him as o pattern ? Look at the good
men, You know men and women ot God, who,
ug the Apostle eays, Come out, and are sprepd
abroad, aud live according to the precepts of
the Gospel, When you can bring the whole
Church of God up to that standard of hiving, all
will be well.

The power of deliverance from the dominion
of sin i3 wanted in the Church, and not in the
world, By the Church, I suppose you all un-
derstand my meaning. I mean all the believers
everywhere who proless to take the Bible and
live ‘by it. That is what I understand as the
Church, the Church about which people tulk,
It i & great pity that they have allowed them-
selves to run into anything of thal sort—the
Bible does not justify it. The Charch is to give
ull diligence. This is the rule by which we are
to live, apd by which the Christian must live,
and untll the Christian Church does
live aceording to this role, the condition
of Christinity will not prosper, and progress
will be made ouly ns she does live by it, We
are then to give it diligence, to add laith to
courage, and courage to knowledge, and know-
ledge to temperance, und temperance to
patience, and patience to godliness, and godli-
nege to kindness, and kindoess to charity, These
are the things embraced in this rule. 1t 8 the
Inle of addition. Multitudes in the Church,
instead of living according to this rule, live
aceording to the rule of subtraction,

It 18 & notorious fuct that Christians are a
little while enpaged in this, and a little while in
that, They fail to hand in their contributions,
and after u little while they go out, and you
hear no more of, or know anything about them.
Th('-ii take no interest in your Sabbath School,
and hence you see them in the world ol fushion
and amugement, just us you see worldly men,
Go Into the churches of the eity in whieh you
live, and see bow much they are interested in
the cauge of Christ,. Go among the reading
members of the Chureh, and see if they cannot
give you 8 better account of the topics of the
day than they can of the cause of Jesns Christ,
Bee H they are not more familinr with all the
taghlong, follles, and vanities of the world, than
with the subhme¢ #nd grand doetrine of God's
{ruth and holiness.

Look at 1t yourselves, and then think it no
wonder that half the time of men and women
Is spent in reading that which is uo manner or
form of importance to them, and the other half
taken up with the vanities of the world, 1s it
any marvel, then, that Christlanity does not
make progress? One of the most formidable
obstacles to the rapld spread of the Gospel is
the worldUness of the professing Ghristians, 1
have partially alluded to this alresdy; but there
is 0 most extraordinary worldliness, and it is
increasing—1t is cursing the Church.

The members of the Church are becoming
ns proud us Lucifer, 1intimated to you this
morning that in many of our churches the pews
in the gallery are not let. 'The people ure too
proud to go up there. I don't say this 18 the
fuct, but this 1& the statemeunt, Look ut the
e¢uormous expenditures of mouney for maguifi-
cent plages of worship. Take that extra, none-
ceganry money irom the Cburch, and pey the
lm_»ul hers, for they are the worst pild men on

jod's earth, while they are the hoardest worked
men in the world,

Do you know the average pay of the minlsters
of the United Staies? It is three hundred and
sixty dollurs & year. That is troe. 1 do not say
that peaple could not give more. Some think
il o ministey toes o whole (ll.l.}'!.- work of toll,
rhit he no more degerves compensation than he
deserves to be hung,

fFhave o single word to say to you as Chris-
tinns, 1 the presence of s heart-searching God
—Live consistenily,

This, my lmpenitent brethren, whether we do
rieht or wrong, will form no excuse for you in
the great day of asslzes, You are to repent.
You are to belleve, Youn are to lay hold upon
eternal lfe, and live forever, wfmevar will
tend to abate tho fires ofrevenge and vengeance
in the human heart, you must oultivate, and
then at tast we will move on together towards
that etersal home where God s,
